To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Deei-field  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

(L.  S.) 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Deerfield  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  next 
at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,129.78  for  Town  Road  Aid,  the  State  to  contribute 
$7,531.85. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  property  acquired  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  per  year  for  maintenance  of  the  Grader. 
Any  excess  monies  over  the  actual  maintenance  costs  shall 
be  added  to  the  Grader  Fund.  This  motion,  if  carried, 
shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded,  or  a  new  grader,  or 
comparable  piece  of  equipment,  is  purchased. 


7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Building 
Regulations  as  authorized  under  Sections  2-5  inclusive, 
Chapter  156,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes,  Annotated,  1956; 
as  follows  — 

1.  Minimum  Building  Area 

Every  dwelling  unit  to  be  used  by  a  single 
family  shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor  area  of  four 
hundred  square  feet. 

2.  Foundations 

All  structures  shall  be  set  on  solid  foundations  of 
cement,  brick,  stone  or  other  acceptable  masonry,  except 
that  in  special  cases  where  buildings  are  to  be  used  for 
accessory  use  or  the  Building  Inspector  may  waive  the 
requirements  of  this  section  and  permit  the  use  of  wood, 
metal  or  masonry  piers. 

3.  Outside  Walls 

These  shall  be  constructed  of  material  commonly 
used  for  outside  construction  and  materials  customarily 
painted  shall  be  painted. 

4.  Sewerage 

A  private  sewerage  disposal  system  is  required. 
The  type,  size  and  construction  of  all  septic  tanks  and 
drainfields  shall  be  approved  by  the  town  health  officer. 

5.  Chimney  Construction 

Chimneys  shall  extend  at  least  3  feet  above  the 
highest  point  where  they  pass  through  the  roof  of  a 
building  within  10  feet.  No  chimney  shall  be  built, 
erected  or  altered  below  the  roof  so  that  wood  or  other 
combustible  materials  within  one  inch  of  the  chimney 
and  no  chimney  shall  have  its  base  resting  upon  any 
floor  or  beam  of  combustible  material.  Factory-built 
chimneys  that  are  approved  as  a  result  of  tests  and  listing 
by  a  nationally  recognized  laboratory  shall  be  installed  in 
accordance  with  the  condition  of  the  approval. 


6.  Amendment 

This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote  of  any  legal  Town  Meeting  when  such  amendment 
is  published  in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  meeting. 

7.  Enforcement 

Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this 
Ordinance  is  being  violated,  Selectmen  shall,  on  their 
own  initiative,  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  pro- 
vsions  of  this  Ordinance  by  seeking  an  injuncton  in  the 
Superior  Court  or  by  any  other  appropriate  legal  action. 
Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  above 
regulations  shall  be  punished  upon  conviction  by  fine 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  day  of  each  violation. 

8.  Takes  Effect 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400.00  for  water  holes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,200.00  to  re-roof  the  Town  Hall. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  use  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $2,500.00  from  the  Towti  Hall  capital  reserve 
fund  for  the  purpose  of  painting  the  hall  inside  and  out. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  such  trust 
funds  as  have  been  received  in  the  past  year. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.00  for  markers  for  graves  of  soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines  buried  in  Deerfield  who  have  no  distinctive 
markers  on  their  graves  and  are  not  members  of  the  Amer- 
ican Legion. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  the  chief  of 
police,  the  office  appearing  on  the  ballot  beginning  in  1963, 


14.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Deerfield  will  convey  to  the 
Deerfield  Fair  Association  Inc.  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  and  other  valuable  considerations  all  the  land  the 
Town  now  owns  lying  between  the  boundaries  of  the  Fair 
Association  and  the  Lamprey  river  or  Ladd  brook  consist- 
ing of  four  separate  parcels  bounded  and  described  as 
follows: 

1.  Approximately  four  acres  bounded  by  highway 
107A,  Fair  Association  land,  land  of  Wile  Construction 
Co.  and  Ladd  brook  and  now  used  by  Fair  for  its  north 
entrance. 

2.  A  triangular  piece  of  approximately  nine  acres 
bounded  on  south  east  by  Fair's  back  parking  lot  and 
bounded  on  the  westerly  side  by  land  of  Fair  and  on  the 
northerly  side  by  Deerfield  parcel  No,  3  and  land  of  Wile 
Construction  Co.,  and  for  which  the  Town  has  taken 
practically  all  the  gravel.  Reserving  the  right  to  the 
town  to  have  the  use  of  remaining  gravel  for  its  town 
roads. 

3.  Approximately  ten  acres  of  land  formerly  owned 
by  Lester  E.  Maynard  and  deeded  to  Joseph  M.  Twombly 
and  bounded  on  the  west  by  land  of  Deerfield  Fair 
Association  Inc.,  on  the  north  by  land  of  Wile  Con- 
struction Co.  and  on  east  bank  of  Lamprey  River  and  on 
south  by  Fogg  Meadow  so  called.  This  parcel  deeded  to 
Town  of  Deerfield  by  Joseph  M.  Twombly  on  July  5, 1952. 

4.  Approximately  six  acres  of  land  known  as  tlie 
Fogg  Meadow  and  bounded  on  north  by  land  of  afore- 
mentioned parcel  No.  3  and  on  east  by  Lamprey  river,  on 
the  south  by  land  known  as  Colcord  land  and  on  west  by 
land  of  Deerfield  Fair  Association  Inc. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  the  members  of 
the  Advisory  Budget  Committee  by  ballot. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  term  of 
office  of  the  Veasey  Park  Tnastees. 
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17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  wage  scale 
for  the  office  of  Auditors. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $25.06  for 
membership  in  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ADVISORY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


At  the  initial  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee, 
the  objectives  for  the  year  were  discussed  and  agreed  on. 
It  was  decided  to  place  the  main  effort  on  study,  review 
and  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  town  and  school 
district  budgets.  It  was  further  agreed  that  all  matters  of 
a  controversial  and  debatable  nature,  where  there  appeared 
to  be  equal  merits  and  contra  merits  connected  therewith, 
would  not  be  considered. 

During  the  year  the  School  District  and  Town  Budget 
were  studied  and  reviewed.  Recommended  Budget  figures 
will  be  found  in  the  pertinent  sections  of  the  Town  Report. 
Specific  comments  where  apropos  appear  below.  Addi- 
tional subjects  for  the  good  of  the  town  discussed  and  acted 
upon  were  as  follows: 

1.     Pleasant  Lake  as  a  Water  Supply. 

The  selectmen,  the  Deerfield  Representative  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court,  the  Lake  Improvment  Association  and  the 
Water  Commissioners  were  consulted.  It  was  concluded 
that  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Town  to  acquire  the 
water  rights,  the  flowage  rights,  the  power  rights  and  such 
other  legal  ownership  of  property  rights  as  are  now  vested 
in  private  individuals  and,  or  corporations  pertinent  to 
obtaining  control  of  water  levels  and  water  use  necessary 
to  assure  that  the  lake  be  maintained  in  the  manner  best  to 
the  Public  Interest  of  the  Town  as  a  whole.  It  is  the  con- 
sidered opinion  of  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee  that 
these  objectives  can  best  be  accomplished  by  the  Water 
Commissioners  making  a  final  study  of  these  requirements 
and  recommending  to  the  Town  in  the  form  of  an  article  in 
the  town  Warrant  such  action  as  is  required,  with  expendi- 
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tures  as  may  be  deemed  prudent,  to  accomplish  this  objec- 
tive. It  is  further  recommended  that  the  selectmen  author- 
ize funds  to  be  expended  for  such  legal  advice  as  they  may 
require. 

2.  TowTi  Owned  Fair  Association  Occupied  land. 

Apparently,  inadvertently,  when  the  Town  of  Deerfield 
originally  deeded  land  occupied  by  the  former  C.C.C.  Camp 
to  the  Fair  association,  the  land  transferred  by  deed  was  not 
the  area  that  was  thought  to  be  transferred.  A  survey  by  a 
firm  employed  by  the  Fair  Association  in  1961  indicated, 
for  the  first  time,  that  land  thought  to  be  owned  by  the 
Fail"  Association  was  not  included  in  the  original  deed. 
Since  this  added  land  has  no  inherent  value  except  that 
which  has  been  developed  at  the  expense  of  the  Fair 
Association  and  since  the  Fair  Association  has  been  paying 
taxes  on  it  for  many  years,  after  considered  review  and 
discussion,  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Article  in  the  town  warrant  covering  this  situation 
be  approved  and  favorably  acted  upon  by  the  town. 

3.  Joint  Procurement  of  Heating  Oil  by  certain  Town 
organizations. 

The  Advisory  Budget  Committee  explored  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  a  better  price,  with  resulting  savings  to  the 
town,  if  the  Churches,  the  Library,  the  Fire  Department 
and  the  School  District  were  to  contract  as  a  group  from  a 
single  supplier  for  their  combined  heating  oil  requirements. 
More  than  seven  different  Heating  Oil  firms  were  contacted 
on  this  basis  and  Seven  Fimis  submitted  bids.  The  lowest 
bids  offered  a  discount  of  two  and  six  tenths  of  a  cent  per 
gallon  on  the  current  retail  price.  This  appeared  to  be  six 
tenths  of  a  cent  per  gallon  cheaper  than  any  organization 
in  tov^Ti  was  paying  previously.  All  organizations  were 
wilHng  to  enter  this  agreement  except  the  School  Board. 
Because  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  School  Board  from  the 
basic  gi'oup,  the  entii"e  progi-am  had  to  be  dropped. 
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4.     Sharing  of  the  Cost  of  the  Town  Report. 

The  cost  of  the  Town  Report  for  1960  was  $811.50.  This 
report  was  97  pages,  the  School  District  used  22  pages.  In 
order  to  place  costs  and  expenditures  in  their  proper  per- 
spective, it  is  recommended  in  the  future  that  the  School 
District  pay  its  share  based  on  the  percentage  of  the  number 
of  pages  used.

Difference  between  reported  expended  in  1961-62  and 
A.B.C.  recommended  budget  for  1962-63  is  an  incrase  of 
$8,628.13. 

Difference  between  1961-62  Budget  and  1962-63  Budget 
recommended  by  A.B.C.  is  an  increase  of  $5,730.95. 

It  was  recognized  by  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee 
that  the  $2,897.18  not  expended  by  the  School  Board  could 
not  be  used  to  reduce  the  1962-63  Budget,  however,  it  could 
and  would  be  used  in  computing  taxes  to  be  raised  in  the 
ensuing  year. 
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The  Superintendent  of  Schools  recommends  and  the 
School  Board  approved  the  hiring  of  an  additional  teacher, 
salary  $4,000.  Increases  to  the  salaries  of  the  present  staff 
and  required  increases  in  Federal  Social  Security  payments 
result  in  an  overall  increase  of  the  Budget  of  $5,165.  The 
balance  of  the  $5,730.65  increase  in  the  Budget  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee,  is  due  to  need 
for  new  equipment  and  increased  cost  of  supplies.  It  is 
believed  by  the  Advisory  Budget  Committee  that  this 
represents  the  amount  required  to  not  only  assure  main- 
taining the  standards  achieved  this  year  but  also  to  allow 
for  the  increased  teacher  strength  as  recommended  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Itemized  recommended  amounts 
appear  on  the  appropriate  page  in  the  School  District 
report  herewith. 


Additional  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  School 
District. 

a.  High  School  Tuitions. 

Because  of  the  increasing  costs  of  High  School  Tui- 
tions, it  is  recommended  that  the  School  Board  ex- 
plore contracting  with  a  Comprehensive  High  School 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  tuition  reductions  and 
assuring  continued  acceptance  of  pupils  from  Deer- 
field  within  a  school  system. 

b.  In  order  to  assure  an  increasing  permanence  of 
desirable  teachers  and  to  eliminate  the  uncertainty 
of  salary  costs  in  Budget  preparation,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  School  Board  adopt  a  salary  sche- 
dule based  on  education  and  experience  comparable 
to  that  of  other  New  Hampshire  communities. 


6.     The  Towm  Budget. 

The  Advisory  Budget  Committee  recommends  the  ap- 
proval in  the  Town  Budget  of  items  as  requested  by  Select- 
meri  in  the  Town  Report, 
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The  Advisory  Budget  Committee  recommends  that  Gra- 
der Fund  No.  1  and  Grader  Fund  No.  2  in  the  hands  of  the 
Trustees  of  Trusts  Funds  be  consoHdated  into  one  account 
and  that  the  name  be  changed  to  New  Equipment  Fund.

Children  cause 
many  fires.  Ninet>'-eight  percent  of  our  forest  fires  result 
from  human  carelessness  —  our  carelessness.  This,  we  — 
you  —  and  I  can  do  something  about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of-doors 
burning  or  forbid  you  to  bum  on  days  of  high  fire  danger 
or  set  up  regulations  —  hours,  etc.,  governing  the  use  of  the 
town  dump  we  are  simply  protecting  yours  and  the  town's 
interests.

A  major  achievement  was  consummated  in  1961  at  Veasey 
Park  with  the  building  of  the  bath  house.  This  building 
has  brown  stained  novelty  siding  and  measures  20  ft.  x  20  ft. 
with  two  4  ft.  X  8  ft.  toilet  rooms  connected  to  the  rear.  A 
shallow  well  jet  pump  draws  water  from  the  lake  for  the 
toilets  and  wash  bowls.  A  septic  tank  and  drain  field  is 
provided  for  the  waste  water.  Bids  were  taken  for  the  com- 
plete sob  and  the  successful  bidder  was  John  MacDonald 
of  Concord  for  a  total  price  of  $2,918.  Of  this  amount, 
$2,379.94  was  provided  by  the  Spaulding  Fund  made  avail- 
able to  the  Town  for  Veasey  Park  improvement  and  the 
remainder  was  provided  by  the  Veasey  Park  Improvement 
Association  through  donations. 

With  this  major  step  completed,  it  is  expected  that  in 
1962,  attention  can  be  focused  upon  enlargement  of  the 
picnic  area  and  improvement  of  the  swimming  facilities.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Six  months  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  hardly 
enough  to  make  many  correct  evaluations  of  our  educational 
problems.  I  do  sense  the  feeling  that  such  is  expected  from 
our  schools,  and  rightly  so,  for  we  seldom  get  more  than  we 
expect.  On  the  other  hand,  we  should  all  realize  that  two 
grades  to  a  room  with  35  to  40  pupils  is  not  the  best 
organizational  pattern.  Added  to  this  fact  that  any  average 
intermediate  grade  almost  anywhere  in  the  U.  S.  will  have 
a  5  year  spread  of  achievement  in  basic  tool  subjects  and  it 
can  be  seen  that  the  spread  is  even  greater  in  any  room  with 
two  grades  or  more.  To  expect  quality  learning  under  these 
conditions  is  to  expect  not  the  impossible  but  rather  the 
improbable. 

There  are  several  ways  by  which  the  situation  can  be 
improved.  It  is  our  job  as  educators  to  propose  and  yours 
to  decide. 

A  supervising  non-teaching  principal  who  has  demon- 
strated his  ability  to  supervise  and  administer  a  school 
would  be  at  the  top  of  the  list.  I  believe  we  have  such  a 
person.  In  working  with  teachers  and  pupils,  in  organizing 
courses  of  study  for  a  two  year  period,  in  helping  with 
various  means  of  grouping  pupils  and  trying  to  work  them 
to  their  abilities,  and  in  building  teacher  effectiveness  and 
confidence,  a  supervising  principal  can  improve  educational 
learning  opportrmities  offered  to  the  pupil. 

Another  way  which  time  and  numbers  of  pupils  may 
force  us  to  use  would  be  that  of  providing  additional  class- 
room space.  A  few  extra  pupils  in  some  grades  could  give 
us  over  40  in  a  room.  This  situation  will  need  to  be  care- 
fully watched  every  year. 
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Any  means  of  keeping  teachers  of  proven  competence  is 
still  another  way  of  guaranteeing  good  learning  situations. 
Sometimes  this  is  not,  relatively  speaking,  expensive.  It 
may  well  mean  "raising  our  sights"  on  maximum  salaries. 

In  all  the  studies  I  have  ever  seen,  good  education  and 
higher  costs  go  together.  High  costs  alone  do  not  guarantee 
good  education  but  it  is  unusual  to  have  good  learning 
opportunities  for  pupils  at  low  costs. 

We  should  also  remember  that  a  public  school  system  is 
charged  with  the  job  of  educating  all  the  pupils  who  enter 
school.  No  other  educational  systems  even  attempt  to  do 
this  since,  in  one  way  or  another,  they  are  selective.  Ours 
is  the  most  difficult  educational  assignment.  We  request 
your  patience  and  understanding  as  we  work  towards  im- 
proving our  educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  AN  EXAMINATION  AND  AUDIT 

of  the  accounts  of  the 

DEERFIELD  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  Ended  June  30,  1961 


Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  my  report  of  an  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Deerfield  School  District  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1961. 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  School  Board,  the  School  District  Treasu- 
rer and  the  Supervisor  of  the  School  Lunch  Program. 

Recent  years  have  seen  rapid  changes  in  municipal 
accounting.  Today  an  audit  is  described  as  an  "examination 
of  financial  statements  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an 
opinion  of  the  fairness  of  presentation  and  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  consistently 
applied."  Another  authority  says  that  from  an  auditor's 
point  of  view  the  principle  or  primary  reason  accounts  are 
examined  is  to  see  if  they  display  essential  financial  facts 
relative  to  revenue  and  expenss,  what  is  ownd,  due  or  owed, 
or  if  they  tell  any  of  the  material  stories  concerning  fiscal 
transactions  which  accounts  should  relate.  "(Accounts) 
should  provide  the  data  for  thinking  about  the  business  at 
hand,  the  development  of  plans,  the  determination  of  poli- 
cies and  the  judgement  of  results  ...  (if  they  do  this) 
two  aims  will  be  satisfied:  (a)  administrative  officers  will 
be  aided  in  performing  their  duties  and  in  executing  the 
trust  imposed  on  them,  and  ( b )  the  public  can  pass  intelli- 
gent judgement  as  to  the  fidelity,  efficiency  and  economy 
of  their  chosen  officials." 
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This  audit  was  undertaken  and  carried  out  in  the  spirit 
of  the  above.

This  is  to  certify  that  I  have  examined  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Deerfield  School  District  and  to  the  best  of 
my  knowledge  and  belief  the  attached  reports  reflect  the 
true  condition  of  the  district. 

The  records  and  accounts  of  the  district  are  kept  by  the 
school  board  assisted  in  many  ways  by  the  superintendent 
and  his  staff.  This  results  in  some  of  the  records  being 
retained  in  that  office.    These  were  not  used  in  this  audit. 

The  records  and  accounts  as  kept  by  the  school  board 
meet  the  requirements  prescribed  by  law  and  regulation. 
They  would  more  nearly  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  if  there  could  be  evidence  that  pur- 
chase orders  had  been  made  by  responsible  persons;  that 
goods,  supplies,  equipment,  services  etc.,  paid  for  had  been 
received;  that  the  cost  of  these  goods,  etc.,  was  in  accord- 
ance with  the  prices  agreed  to  when  the  purchase  was 
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authorized;  that  extensions  and  totals  on  bills  had  been 
verified  and  if  the  records  kept  in  the  School  District 
Account  Book  had  been  made  with  pen  and  ink  instead  of 
pencil. 

It  is  noted  that  the  appropriation  for  Repairs  and  Replace- 
ments was  $750,  that  $1,858.21  was  spent  or  an  over  ex- 
penditure of  158%.  In  this  item  appears  the  cost  of  cleaning 
and  painting  the  school  during  the  summer  vacation.  The 
labor  costs  alone  for  this  work  amounted  to  $641.26.  If  the 
custodian's  salary  of  $1,600  is  added  to  the  total  spent  for 
repairs  and  replacements,  $1,858.21,  the  cost  of  the  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  plant  for  the  vear  amounts  to 
$3,458.21 

The  cost  of  transportation  exceeded  the  amount  appro- 
priated by  $1,338.02,  or  16%.  The  total  spent  on  transporta- 
tion ($9,877.70)  is  14.4%  of  the  grand  total  spent.  Included 
in  this  budget  item  is  the  cost  of  transporting  one  pupil 
from  an  isolated  dwelling  to  and  from  school  by  the  child's 
]5arents.  The  price  agreed  to  for  this  service  was  $4.00  a 
day  and  a  total  of  $696  was  paid.  This  is  11%  of  the  total 
transportation  costs.  (Towns  are  authorized  to  buy  real 
estate  that  is  in  an  isolated  location  and  is  uneconomic  for 
farm  or  home  use  and  to  dispose  of  it  for  such  recreational, 
forestry  or  other  pmrposes  as  the  town  may  deem  to  be  in 
the  public  interest.    Reference  RSA  1955,  31:18) 

The  appropriation  for  tuition  was  under  expended  by 
$2,166.46  and  the  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  contingencies 
was  not  used.
